Ending a 21-year embargo on 


trade to the Communist coun- 
try, President Nixon made pub- 
lic the list of exports that U.S. 
industry may ship to Red China 
under a general license, mean- 
ing the products can be shipped 
without further approval from 
the government. 


Nixon said the list includes 


most farm, fish and forestry 
products, tobacco, fertilizers, 
coal, selected chemicals, rub- 
ber, textiles and some metals.

wrote in an open letter to fel- 
low congressmen. 


There was broad Agriculture 


Committee support 
for

South Africa quota, approved 
as part of the over-all measure. 
Chairman W. R. Poage, D-Tex., 
and ranking minority member 
Rep. Page Belcher, R-Okla., ar- 
gued successfully for having 
the bill dispatched to the floor 
under a closed rule permitting 
no amendments.

would have "severe impact" on 
airlines that have made more 
than $200 million in advance 
payments for planes. 


John H. Shaffer, head of the 


FAA, 
said the Lockheed plane 


appears to be "a superb air- 
craft and will be a vital addi- 
tion to the commercial aircraft 
fleet." 


The administration has pro- 


posed to guarantee up to $250 
million in bank loans to finance 
Lockheed in the continued de- 
velopment of the commercial 
project and to save the corpo- 
ration from imminent bank- 
ruptcy. 


Shaffer told the Senate Bank- 


ing Committee that air passen- 
ger travel is projected to in- 
crease by more than three 
times in the next decade and 
that new wide-bodied subsonic 
aircraft of the TriStar type will 
be needed to meet passenger 
demand and alleviate airport 
congestion. 


Brown said TWA, Delta and 


Eastern have firm orders to 
purchase 94 of the TriStars and 
options on 24 more. 


Browne said the three air- 


lines prefer that the plane be 
developed with a Rolls-Royce 
engine despite its higher costs 
resulting from the bankruptcy 
of the British firm. He said 
they want the Lockheed TriStar 
despite delays in delivery and 
the increase in cost. 


Deputy Secretary of Defense 


David Packard told the Senate 
Banking Committee Wednesday 
a government guarantee of up 
to $250 million in bank loans to 
Lockheed to finance production 
of its new TriStar jumbo jet 
would be "justified under the 
circumstances." 


Without the guarantee, he 


said, Lockheed faces bank- 
ruptcy and the nation will be 
saddled with substantial addi- 
tional unemployment in an in- 
dustry already hard hit by de- 
fense procurement cutbacks. 


The loan guarantee, he said, 


involves "little risk to the gov- 
ernment," and should be re- 
garded as "a specific single 
case."

admission." 


His attorney, Stephen Umin, 


sought bail on grounds that 
Smith, 37, has totally rehabili- 
tated himself. He has written 
two published books, one an 
account of his attempts to clear 
himself and the other a novel. 


Asst. Bergen County Prose- 


cutor Edward Fitzpatrick, ar- 
guing against bail, said there 
still is evidence that Smith 
committed murder. 


The appeals court order gave

in Combat 
Last Week

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command reported today that 
19 Americans died in combat in 
the Vietnam war last week. It 
was the lowest weekly toll in 
more than 5M; years. 


The command said another 19 


American 
servicemen 
died 


from such nonhostile causes as 
accidents or illness, and 261 
Americans were wounded in ac- 
tion, 32 more than the week be- 
fore. 


The battlefield death toll was 


the lowest since Oct. 17-23, 1965, 
when 14 Americans were re- 
ported killed. 


The U.S. casualty report last 


Thursday listed 48 Americans 
killed, 229 wounded and 16 dead 
from nonhostile causes during 
the week of May 23-29. But 
more than half of the dead 
were killed in a rocket attack 
the week before. 


The count last week reflected 


both a generally low level of 
fighting involving the 250,000 
American troops still in Viet- 
nam and their decreasing com- 
bat role. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported a slight decrease 
in casualties last week among 
government forces, with 419 
killed and 908 wounded, com- 
pared with 452 killed and 1,171 
wounded a week earlier. 


Many of last week's casu- 


alties were believed suffered in 
the retreat from Snuol, in east- 
ern Cambodia. 


There was almost no change 


in the weekly claim of enemy 
casualties. The two allied com- 
mand said 1,875 North Vietnam- 
ese and Viet Cong were killed 
last week, three less than the 
total claimed the week before.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


idea behind the Federal Com- 
munications Commission's or- 
der that the networks give up 
one-half hour of prime viewing 
time each evening in major 
marketing areas starting next 
season was to stimulate local 
programming and production. 


It has caused 
considerable 


production and even more sales 
activity. 


Recent surveys of stations af- 


filiated with the three networks 
indicate 
that, three months 


away from the start of the new 
season, about a third of the sta- 
tions in the 50 larger commu- 
nities have not definitely set re- 
placement 
show—or, if they 


have, they aren't telling. 


Some stations will expand lo- 


cal news programs into prime 
time, which officially starts at 
7:30 p.m. Others are expected 
to plug the hole with reruns. 


The regulation has stimulated 


great activity among indepen- 
dent producers, hitherto pretty 
dependent on network sales. 
And some entertainers—Tom- 
my Smothers, Lassie and Law- 
rence Welk among them—sud- 
denly are interested in what 
was once a TV stepchild—syn- 
dication. That is a program 
sold to individual stations rath- 
er than to a network. 


David Frost who already has 


a popular nightly talk show, 
will have a weekly half-hour 
"David Frost Revue." Tommy 
Smothers will produce and host 
a half-hour variety series. Law- 
rence Welk's company claims it 
has already lined up more than 
150 stations for his syndicated 
series. 


NBC's plan to fill local prime 


time of the five stations it oper- 
ates includes reruns of the Na- 
tional Geographic series; "Wild 
Kingdom," an NBC perennial 
now in syndication and "Las- 
sie," canceled by CBS at the 
end of this season. They also 
have picked up some action 
series: "Primus," underwater 
adventure, and two private-eye 
series, "Monty Nash" and "Dr. 
Simon Locke." NBC has outlets 
in New York, Washington, Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and Los Angel- 
es.

One sure way to tell the 


difference between a good 
golf swing and a bad one is 
to check the left knee.

As a general rule, when you 


request any kind of services to be 
performed for someone else, you 
may indeed be responsible for 
payment. But in the case of a 
medical emergency, the law usu- 
ally makes an exception and de- 
nies liability. As one court ex- 
plained: 


"Persons commonly call for 


medical aid for Ihe sick solely 
out of a spirit of kindness, with- 
out any expectation of becoming 
personally responsible."' 


Would it matter that the sick 


person was your friend or rela- 
tive? Not necessarily. Thus: 


A man brought his daughter- 


in-law to the hospital for some 
tests while her husband was 
away on a trip. When surgery 
became necessary, he told the 
doctor to go ahead. Did this re- 
quest, plus his kinship to the pa- 
tient, make him responsible for 
the surgical fee? 


A court said no, because it was 


not customary for a man to be 
responsible for his daughter-in- 
law's medical expenses. To make 
him liable, said the court, there 
would have to be a more specific 
understanding between him and 
the doctor. 


Still, the understanding need 


not be as specific as a formal 
legal contract, in another case, a 
man was driving his girl friend 
home from a party when he had 
an accident. The girl was badly 
injured, and he rushed her to a 
hospital. 


There he begged the doctor to 


do everything he could to save 
her life. He said he "felt re- 
sponsible" because she had suf- 
fered the injury in his car. 


Later, he tried to avoid liabil- 


ity to the doctor by pointing out 
that he had not made a specific 
agreement to pay. But a court 
held him responsible anyhow. 
The judge said the comments he 
did make, under such circum- 
stances, could fairly be interpret- 
ed as a promise to foot the bills.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has approved the first 
congressional limit on draft 
calls in 30 years—but put it 
safely above the number likely 
to be inducted. 


The 67-11 vote Wednesday set 


the ceiling for the year starting 
July 1 at 130,000 men with the 
call up for fiscal 1973 limited to 
140,000. 


The Pentagon has estimated 


the draft for the next fiscal 
year at 114,000. 


The action Wednesday, along 


with approval of two amend- 
ments dealing with drug addic- 
tion in the military cleared the 
way for today's start of a 
weeks debate on U.S. Indochina 
policy. 


A vote is scheduled 
next 


Wednesday on the McGovern- 
Hatfield amendment to cut- off 
funds for U.S. operations in In- 
dochina by Dec. 31. 


Indications are it will lose by 


a margin similar to last year's 
55-39 vote. 


The Senate Armed Services 


Committee had voted to place a 
150,000 annual ceiling on draft 
calls over the next two years 
but allowing the President to 
exceed the number by declar- 
ing "urgent national security 
reasons' required it." 


But Armed Services Chair- 


man John C. Stennis, who spon- 
sored the provision in the com- 
mittee, agreed Wednesday to 
reduce the numbers and take 
out the escape clause, saying 
changed conditions have made 
it unnecessary. 


After the ceilings were set 


the Senate approved 78 to 4 an 
amendment by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., to require 
congressional authorization for 
inductions over the ceiling. 


The Senate then rejected 54 


to 25 a proposal by Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr., R-Ohio, to lower draft 
calls to 100,000 next year and 
60,000 the following year.

threaten legitimate 


transactions in today's financial 
market."

"Just 11 days ago, federal 


agents in Philadelphia arrested 
a person in possession 
of 82 
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counterfeit IBM common stock 
certificates worth $2.8 million," 
he said.

said, and "as staggering as 
these reported 
thefts may
